The turnover in foodstuffs in the HO (Handelsor^anization - the state 
controlled retail stores) declined hy 1*7 million DHE during the first 
hair cf 1957 compared tc the first half of 195^0 On the other hand, 
the turnover in foodstuffs in the Komsum increased hy 8o9 million BME 
and in private retail trade by 2*6 million BME in the same period* 

The stocks in excess of plan for the HO amounted to 17o4 million BME 
on 30 June 1957 (l38r ^ibove the 30 June 195^ level). The Eomsum stock 
of such industrial goods in excess of plan amounted to I80I million BME 
( 120 ^ of the 1956 level)* The so-called BiZa stores, opened on
